Present at the hear-
ing were representatives of
the Department, the Univer-|
sity at Davis, the University
at Riverside, grower organi-
zations and other agricultur-
al groups. Also there were|
spokesmen for agricultural
aircraft services—‘crop dust--
ers"—to use the common
term which does not indicate
the full extent of their func-
tions.
